The Roentgen rays ure now expected 
to rival clairvoyance, and they are in 
stantly famous, because they belong to 
[ае science, while clairvoyance 

as always had the scornful hostility 
of every medical college. But clair- 
voyance, and psychometry, which is a 
more comprehensive power, including 
clairvoyance, have long surpassed all 
that Roentgen rays can ever expect to 
accom plish. 

The entire anatomy of man is re- 
vealed to the psychic eye, and not only 
the anatomy but the pathology—the 
seat and nature of the disease, so that 
the very sensations of the patient can 
be described. 

Nor is the psychic faculty confined to 
physical appearances, for it generally 
sees In the physical structure the traces 
of the injury by which the disease may 
be prodaced, revealing the injary, the 
accident or the poison from which the 
disease originated, and the intense de- 
mand in the constitution for that 
which will heal the disease. 

These are things which physical 
science will never approach. They are 
the most beneticent of all thinga In the 
healing art—the noblest giftof God to 
man. 

The divine ray that not only pene- 
traces the homan body but penetrates 
the past and often throws its light up- 
on the future, gives the stadents of 
p3ychic всіепсе в far higher rank іп 
justice than all that appertains to la- 
poratories of physical science. 

The skilifal psychometer sees into 
human diseases and haman conditions 
wherever they may be located on the 
earth, and looks into the world’s long 
past geological conditions or even into 
the ancient history lost on earth, and 
known only in heaven. 

Thelearned college professors that 
crawl along as quadrupeds on the earth, 
will have to change their nature before 
they can imitate the eagle flight of the 
divine faculties In man. 

Still the Roentgen ray ів а valuable 
discovery, though It bears no close re- 

lation to clairvoyance, and does not 
seem to be understood. It fa every- 
where called the cathode ray—the ray 
from the cathode pole, which Ів not 
very r&.lonal, ав а negative condition 
Ів not a proper source of an emanation 
—producing positive effect. 
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Ithink it has been fairly demon- 
strated by Dr. P. M. Jones, of San 
Francieco, that the so-called Roentgen 
rays proceed from the anode or posl- 
tive pole, and should therefore be 
Called the anode raysinstead of cathode. 

In other words, they are simply posi- 
tive electric rays which proceed from 
every positively charged electric body 
во freely that every electrified wire 
emits them and а charged wire has 
been proved to affect another wire at 
many miles distance. Prof. Blake, of 
Kansas, even sald the effect might ex- 
tend forty miles. 

This is not entirely new; the cathum- 
bra or shadow effect ів a general law of 
nature and does not require on alter- 
nating current. A flash of lightning 
has more than once imprinted в good 
Picture of the tree through which it 
paesed, and one of my students has 
made 8 shadow picture of a dime by 
the use of a current from my statio 
machine, which is not alternating. 

All things are imprinted on their sur 
roundinga by electric or luminous rays, 
and this ів the basis of many psycho 
metric perceptions. Thus a wafer laid 
on a polished metallic surface becomes 
а channel for the rays tbat pass 
through it to the metal, which makes a 
mysterious impression of the metal, 
which science does not unders‘and, but 
which leaves a mark that can be de- 
tected after the laps of months though 
apparently invisible. 


Upon this principle we may even ob- 
tain a copy of an engraving from na- 
tural currents without using any elec- 
tric apparatus and even without ex- 
posure to sunshine. 


Nature Is full of currents of lumin- 
ous, electric and sonorous vibrationsof 
infinite variety, by which everything 
affects everything else, and every hu- 
man being impresses his own personal- 
ity on the apartments that he occupies, 
and the strata of the earth affect peo- 
ple who live above them. 

Nicola Tesla, who became familiar 
with these anode or so-called cathode 
rays, before Roentgen announced them, 
advances the singular idea that they 
are not atrictly electric rays, belonging 
to the ether, but sublimated round rays 
or ultra refined vibrations of electric 
air. 

Such rays are far beyond human per- 
ception. But Tesla thinks he can per- 
ceive sound rays far beyond other men, 
which lull him to eleep. These high 
soands with & hundred thousand vibra- 
tions to the second will pass through 
bodies impervious to light. Thos it 
seems we are approaching the idea of 
а common basis of sound, elestricit 
and light, in an ascending scala of vi- 
brations ав they are called, which І sus- 
pect is not thelr proper name. Bat 
soul powers do not belong to the cate- 
gorlea of vibrations. 

My experiments оп the brain іп 1841 
proved that as there із an ascending 
scale of vibrations or delicacy in the 
prismatic spectrum from the hot and 
red extremity to the violet and cool ac- 
tinic end, во there is а correapondenca 
їп the delicacy and speed of action of 
the zones of the brain associated with 
them.

paralleled by similar manifestations to- 
day;and the evidence is conclusive 
that they all proceed from the same 
source ; and the evidence ів во strong as 
to make It absolutely certain that the 
source of modern manifestations are 
found In the spirit world. 

It Ів seemingly impossible for one to 
ђе а modern Spiritualist and not be- 
come thoroughly convinced that Jesus 
was в medium, and especially a heal- 
Ing medium of remarkable power; also 
that early Christianity was indebted for 
Ita establishment In the world, more to 
the presence of Its psychic manifesta- 
tions than to Ita claims for the Messia- 
ship of Jesus. It Ів evident to me that 
It was the power which Jesus possessed 
todo “wonderful works” that, In the 
very beginning, led him to the belief 
that he was the Jewish “Messiah” and 
the “Son of God” and the "Sent of God,” 
who was on an “equality with God,” 
who pre-existed with God, who could 
“forgive sins” like God, who was God'g 
Chosen instrument, and vicegerent on 
earth. 

The New Testament distinctly shows 
that, as a rule, when Jesus laid claim to 
any of the above distinctions it was In 
connection with some "miracle" which 
he used always as proof of his divinity. 
“No man can do these works except 
God be with him” was not only the 
opinion of Jesus, but of bis disciples as 
well; and they used it as their most 
convincing argument іп Jesus’ defense, 
before the skeptical world. It is evi- 
dent to me from the Gospel record that 
the psychic power of Jesus was the one 
central cause, and the one orig'nal and 
only cause which prompted Jesus to 
take the first step In his career or make 
the firat claim to recognition before the 
world; ав it was the prior cause of his 
winning adherents. It was the one 
so'itary germ from which early Chris- 
tlanity started asa public movement; 
and encouraged by it, Jesus made 
claim to a divine calling and became an 
earnest preacher of righteousness and & 
bold antagonist to wrong in society, in 
Church and In State. 

This view of the matter, which ів во 
visible in the New Testament, is 
strengthened by history and by other 
individuals of modern date with simi- 
lar endowments. It was the psychic 
power, of which Swedenborg was pos- 
sessed, which led him to become the 
founder of a religious sect and write 
volumes of theological words. It was 
the psychic power of Ann Lee which 
forced her Into public life and made her 
а famous preacher and the founder ofa 
religious order, which, under certain 
conditions, might have become wide- 
spread. I know to-day of workers on 
the шыр platform in the ranks of 
Spiritualism, wielding a wide influence, 
leaders in humanitarian thought, re- 
formers in religious belief, advocates 
of higher standards of morality, self- 
sacrificing and conscientious, addres- 
sing thousands, bold, brave, and heroic 
ав Jesus, and who never would have 
dreamed of stepping out of the private 
walk3 of life, had it not been for their 
mediumship, tbrough which higher In- 
telligences impelled them into the ca- 
reer they are following. I am satisfied 
Paul would never have been converted 
to Christianity and become Its most 
рети) defender and propagator had 

t not been that he was a medium, 
through whom the spirit of Jesus, from 
the spirit world, was enabled to come 
to hím, and speak to him, and entrance 
and impress him. Paul of himeelf, of 
bis own accord, it is not likely, would 
in less than one hour bave turned such 
а someraault as he did, from a bitter, 
determined enemy, “breathing out 
slaughter,” to a warm, personal friend, 
laying down hia life, In sacrifice, for bis 
cause. 

The вате was true, In perhaps a lesa 
degree, of Peter and of Stephen. Peter 
was а stubborn Jew. even after he be- 
came а bellever In Jesus, and he held 
that Jesus was to be preached only to 
the Jews.

What caused John to write the book 
of Revelation? It was not his own In- 
clination. Oa the isle of Patmos he, be- . 
cause he was a medium and therefore 
susceptible to spirit Influence, was con- 
trolled by a spirit who commanded bim 
to write.

unknown tongues so that men from 
Judea, from Меввароѓатіа, from Syria, 
from along the coast, and from other 
countries, each heard In his own lan- 
guage. Todo this they would have to 
be entranced and we have no account 
that Jesus ever passed into the en- 
tranced state. 

Jesus was more specially a healing 
medium. Most of bis manifestations 
were physical. His walking on the 
water wan purely phyalcal. So was his 
blasting the tigtree and turning water 
Into wine. His propheclee, however, 
were mental !lllamination; во was his 
character reading of the Samaritan 
woman and his directions concerning 
the ass when he was about to enter Je- 
rusalem, во also was his transfigura- 
tlon In which he not only saw Moses 
and Ellas but heard their speech by 
which he became Informed probably 
who they were. 

We have further evidence of the Im- 
portance Jesus attached to his psychic 
power In the kind of men he selected 
when he sent forth the seventy to go 
two by two before his face Into every 
city and place whither he himself would 
come. They too possessed the psychic 
power like the twelve. 


“MIRACLES” A DIVINE POWER. 


For people to refuse to recognize his 
psychic power Jesus regarded as a 
great sin. Indeed, when the Pharisees 
declared this power came from Beelze- 
bub Instead of from God he declared It 
to be an unpardonable sin. He told the 
seventy when they entered а city, 
which received them not, that It would 
be more tolerable for Sodom in the 
judgment day than for It. 

He regarded the “miracles” as a 
power divine, eent of God to bring the 
wicked to repentance. Speaking tothe 
seventy of Chorozin and Betheraida he 
sald "for if the mighty works had been 
done in Tyre and Sidon which have 
been done іп them, they would long ago 
have repented, sitting In sackcloth and 
ashes. And those Copernaum which 
art exalted unto heaven shall бе 
brought down to hell; for if the mighty 
works which have been done іп thee 
had been done іп Sodom, It would have 
remained until this day. 

He allowed the Impression to be made 
upon the people by his “miracles” that 
he was a divine being and a rightful 
object of worship. Matthew ваув, 
speaking of Jesus walking on the wa- 
ter, "After he had come into the ship— 
they that were іп the ship came and 
worshiped him, saying, Of a truth thou 
art the son of(iod.” 

The early Church relled chiefly If not 
wholly upon the manifestations of psy- 
chic power, as Јевив did, for winning 
converts. At the day of Pentecost 
when the apostles were all of one ac- 
cord In one place suddenly there came 
а sound from heaven as ofa wind and 
it filled all the house. When this was 
nolsed abroad the multidude came to- 
gether and each man heard them speak 
Іл Мв own tongue, and many wondera 
and signa were done by the apostles; 
and the same day there were added un- 
to them about three thousand souls. 

The four conspicuous eventa іп Jesus’ 
life of most vital importance and which 
Christians regard as corner stones of 
Christianity are hig Birth, his Baptism, 
his Tranetiguration, and his Reaurrec- 
tion; and each one of these. If the rec- 
ord is reliable, was a manifestation of 
spirit power. 

His Birth, at which he was oversha- 
dowed by spirit presence, was accom- 
panied by an act of spiritual influx 
from Invisible intelligences as well 
as by an inheritance of the pay- 
chic senge from his mediamistic mother, 
by which, as a child, he became en- 
dowed with the power to work “mira: 
cles.” His Baptism waa ап exbibition 
of bia clairvoyant and clairaudient 
power. It was he and not the multi- 
tude to whom the heavens were opened 
and who saw the spirit deacend like a 
dove and heard the volce. His Trans- 
figuration on the mount, when, with bia 
apirit'e eyee, be beheld Moses and Ellas.

CONVERTS WON BY HIS “MIRACLES,” 


It is evident in the second place that 
Jesus made bis converts mainly by the 
exhibitions of this same power. The 
first convert he won to himself of any 

rominence was John the Baptist. How 

id John come to believe in him? Mat- 
thew tells ов In chapter eleventh. "Now 
when John had heard of the ‘works’ 
of Christ һе sent two of his disciples 
who said unto Jesus, art thou the Mes- 
8lah for whon we look? And Jesus an- 
swered, ‘Go and shew John those things 
which ye do hear and see; the blind re- 
ceive their sight, the lame walk, the 
lepers are cleansed, the deaf hear, the 
dead are raised ор.” 

Through tbese things John recognized 
the leadership of Jesus and become one 
of bia firm bellevers. 

After Jeaus’ baptism he passed into 
Samaria and met the woman at the 
well whom he told “all that ever she 
did" and because of this “many of the 
Samaritans belleved on him.” 

Jeaus departed Into Galilee, where 
was a certain nobleman whose воп was 
віск. Jeaus saith unto him, go thy way, 
{һу son liveth; and because of this he 
and bis whole house believed on Jesus.” 

At the ralsing of Lazarus “many of 
the Jews who had seen the things 
which Јевов did because of this belleved 
on him.” Even his enemies recognized 
the fact that “all men will believe on 
him for he doeth many mira sles." Je- 
вов himself told the doubting Jews “the 
works that I do bear witness that I am 
Christ.” 

Wherever Jesus moved numbers fol- 
lowed him; partly no doubt because of 
bis eloquent preaching which was sim- 
ple, concise, and Un ded but mainly 
because of his psychic phenomena. 

Matthew says “his fame went 
throughout all Galilee and all Syria. 
And he healed all manner of sickness 
and of disease; those possessed of 
devils and those who were lunatic and 
those that had the palay, and because of 
this there followed him great multi- 
tudea." 

The enmity of those Jews who were 
In close sympathy with the Church waa 
so much aroused by the “miracles” 
which be wrought that he frequently 
did them In secret or tried to cover 
them from publicity. 

Atone time when he had healed a 
leper he charged him “saying see thou 
gay nothing to any man; but һе went 
out and blazed It abroad, insomuch that 
Јевов could no more openly enter the 
city " 

While many were attracted to Jesus 
and looked upon him with reverence 
and awe because of tbe “miracles” 
which he wrought and thus became his 
followers and witnesses of his power, 
othera were afraid of bin. He carried 
a power with him which they could not 
fathom. By а single word from him 
some great evil might come to them. 
They feared him and stood in awe of 
him as ів natural when we аге соп: 
fronted by eome awful mystery in ha- 
man form which seems to control even 
tbe forcea of nature. We bave an ex- 
ample of thia when Jesus cast out the 
devila which went into the berd of 
swine. The berdera in frigbt ran to 
the city and euch was the excitement 
createa by their story that “the whole 
city came out to meet Jesus; and when 
they saw him, they besought bim, that 
Бе would depart out of their coasts.”

Miracle Workers Always Despised 
by the People. 


IS ENVY THE INCENTIVE?

Jesus came Into the world a peasant'8 
воп, poor, humble, and obscare. He 
went out of the world the central fig- 
ure in the city of Jerusalem, with a 
name familiar to all throughout the 
land of bis birth. 

What waa the cause of this? What 
lifted him from the obscarity of a peas- 
ant’a bome to the leadership of men 
and the antagonist of the Church? 

It was not his doctrinal teaching. 


One day one of the ecribea of the 
Church drew near him and asked him 
which command of God he made of 
most Importance and Jesus answered 
him that "thou shalt love God with all 
thy beart and thy ne!ghbor as thyself” 
and the seribe replied, “Thou hast sald 
the truth." This was a part of the Mo- 
salc law and that law the Church pro- 
fessed to accept and the Rabbis to 
teach. 

One reason why Jesas gained notorl- 
ety a3 an enemy of the Charch was be- 
cause he so severely condemned It. Не 
pronounced wars on the Pharisees and 
declared them to be hypocrites and 
whited sepulcres, clean on the outalde 
bat fall of corruption within, 

They were incensed against Jesus be- 
cause he violated the Sabbath day, 
which every faithful Jew was expected 
to regard as sacred and obey to the 
letter. 

They were algo incensed against him 
because he waa moral reformer who 
boldly exposed the corrupt practices of 
all Church officials with the purpose to 
make religion clean and pure. 

They furthermore opposed him be- 
cause they feared that by the exposures 
he made of thelr faults and hidden 
sins that they might lose their fat po 
sitions in tbe Church. 

Bat probably they hated him most be- 
cause of the psychic power he possessed, 
by which be publicly performed moet 
wonderfal works. In the flrat place 
these works made them envious of 
him. Tbey knew that all through the 
Old Testament such works were done 
by propheta and were aalgn of divine 
power. It was aseless for them to 
deny these worka, that they were tricks 
or franda or pretensions on the part of 
Jesus. They were too con:elted and 
consequential to stoop to go and vlalt 
Jesua and thas inform themeelvea. un- 
lege they went eecretly as did Nico- 
demas, but they could not prevent the 
common people from going and “they 
feared the people.” They were in a 
dilemma. If they admitted that Jesus 
worked the works of God, which was 
the common name given to psychic 
phenomena, they most acknowledge 
Jesua to be а prophet and thereby ac- 
knowledge the jaatnees of hia condem- 
nation of them and that they were not 
fit morally for the positions they held 
inthe Charch. That Jeaus did work 
miracles, it was useless for them to 
deny before the people. What then 
were they to do? They did the only 
thing they could do to eave themselves; 
just what aimilar people do to-day 
when ccnfronted by the same phenom- 
епа; they declared they came from the 
devil. “Bat when the Pharisees heard 
it (Беу said tbla fellow doth not cast 
oat devila bat by Beelzeba> the prince 
of devils.” 

The reply that Jesas made to thia 
that “a bc uae divided agains: itaelf can 
not stand” waa ananawerebe, for aii 
the people who had seen the “mirac lea” 
knew that they were not devillah bat 
godlike, and for haman good. Had hia 
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Is scarcely a month goes NT but some 
daily paper announces the fact of some 
one having a vision, as did Peter, or 
hearing a spirit volea, as did John, giv- 
ing warning of some danger or much 
needed information concerning some 
sadden event. 

Many people think these things are 
caused by the interposition of God, ina 
Special manner, аз a special act, for a 
special purposa — Jesus — probably 
thought sa at least the law was sued 
he would not have dared to announce 
that hia power came from the spirit 
world, even if he had belleved it. The 
same was true of the disciples, Bat 
how no law of the State forbida our in- 
Vestigating any manifestations which 
Seem to be of superearthly source, and 
thase who агі засо these things either 
to God or the devil show that they have 
not examined the subjaet thoroughly, 
and are incampetent witnesssa in the 


саза, 

In the times of Jesus the spirits them 
Selves would naturally conceal their 
аф Otherwise their mediums 
would have been liable to arrest by the 
otticers of tha law. There was no other 
Safe way only to attribute the power to 
God, and indeed Goi is the sourvee of all 
power in the sense of being the Great 
First Cause. 

Spiritualists claim that the psychic 
power whieh Jesus and his disciples 
DossessAl is a natural power, belong

There is no ancient book so much as the 
Bibla and no ancient person so mach 
as Jesua tat diselosss tO such a 
marked darma the power, inflaance, 
and intelligence of the spirit world 
breaking through the thin shell of sep- 
aration between the two worlds into 
the sphere of daily life on earth.

The prophets In Israel had already 
denoun this idea. The cantempo- 
rarles of Mical are reported to have 
sald: "Wherewlth shall I come before 
the Lord and bow myself before the 
high God? * * * Shall I give my 
first bora for my transgression, the 
fruit of my body for the ain of my soul?’ 


Nay, answered the prophet: “He hath 
shewed thee, O man, what là good; and 
what do:h the Lord require of thee, but 


to do justly and to love mercy.” (Micah 
vi.6- s^ Hoseah says: “For I desire 
merey and not sacrifices.” The prophet 
Jaremiah boldly declares that sacrifices 
are not divinely commanded at ail. "For 
1 spake not unto your fathera nor cow- 
manda them concerning durat ofer- 
logs or sacrifices” Jer. vii, N) 

Yet the New Testament adirms that 
“Without shedding of blood is no re- 
mission of ain."

R STRAW IN THE WIND. 


The Pingree system of farming on 
vacant lots begins to assume some defl- 
nite shape in the East, and allotment of 
lands has been begun by the Committee 
on the Tillage of Vacant Lands in New 
York. Last year eleven acres were 
worked, and sbout twenty acres will 
be put under cultivation the present 
season. Potatoes, beans, cabbage, and 
tarnips wil be the staple crops, and 
the needed seeds have been applied for 
at Washington. 

This system aims to make the idle 
poor self-supporting by providing for 
them two of the three economic ele- 
ments in productiom; viz, land and 
capital All they have to do is to sup- 
ply the labor. Applicants are tested as 
to their worthiness, their needs, ete., 
and those ignorant of farm work re- 
ceive instructions. 

Those who followed Mayor Pingree 
in his work last year, in and aboat De- 
troit,will recogniz з in this extension of 
the aystem the beat possible endorse- 
ment; and besides putting an end to 
gratuitois charity, it is a striking evi- 
dence of the nearness of those forces, 
the message of which із the social com- 
monwealth. 

As a farther earnest of the impor- 
tance of the work, the Committee in- 
tends to plant aeveral acres with vege- 
tables on its own account, and use the 
product in relieving the needy.

Ingersoll and the Church 
Militant. 


Amarker along the pathof human 


progress was set up the other day 


when Robert G. Ingersoll followed an 


invocation, the reading of the Lord's 


Prayer and a portion of the Gospel, and 
spoke for two hours on a text from 
Shakespeare, “There is no darkness but 
ignorance.” The spectacle took place 
before ths congregation of the Church 
Militant in Chicago, and was the oat- 
come of an invitation extended some 
time ago to the great Agnostic by the 
pastor, Dr. John Rask. At that time 
the congregation held its services іп 
Willard Hall, owned by the W. C. T. U, 
but these pious dames were so horrified 
about it that the Church Militant se- 
cured the Columbia Theatre for a term 
of years,and Col. Ingersoll inaugurated 
the services in the new meeting place. 
The great building was packed, and 
thousands were turned away. 

On the stage, when Col. Ingersoll en- 
tered arm іп arm with Dr. Rusk, were 
seated 400 representative citizens, in- 
cluding nearly every member of the 
Appellate and Superior Courts, mem- 
bers of medical and law colleges, theo- 
logical institutions, and a number of 
retired clergymen. Every religious 
s:ct had ita representative there. 

Dr. Rask prayed, and asked a bless- 
ing for Col. Ingersoll, speaking of him 
аз “the man who is endeavoring to do 
this world good,and to make it better.” 
No greater compliment could be paid 
Ingersoll,and no stronger endorsement 
of the liberalizing forces now pulver- 
izing the effete and gasping Behemoth 
of Superstition could be ‘asked for than 
this spectacle. It denotes the tremen- 
dous upheaval now going on, and lends 
emphasis to the lines along which hu- 
manity is being led to the light. 


Look Before You Leap. 


We arein receipt of another letter 
adverse to & couple who have been re- 
cently eulogized аз good mediums. 
Either one party is wrong, or they are 
both right under circumstances, but 
these circumstances may be due to con- 
ditions. Finding paraphernalia about 
a medium із not always proof of fraud. 
Some mediums need them in genuine 
manifestations as an aid to the spirits, 
which, upon discovery, wil lead those 
not versed in mediumship to conclude 
that fraud has been committed. Even 
“confessions” have often proved but 
subterfuges to evade intuitively appre- 
hended trouble — circumstantial evi- 
dence being against the medium where 
neither fraud was committed nor in- 
tended. Test conditions are good, but 
adverse to manifestations when ac- 
companied by skepticism. 

Mediums should be made mentally at 
ease to obtain good results. Confidence 
is a powerful aid, but has been шівар- 
propriated by tricksters, and thus a re- 
action has set in, much to the detri- 
ment of honest mediumship. Investi- 
gators, therefore, can not be blamed 
for thelr distrust, but they should not 
be too hasty in conclusion, nor too ac- 
tive in “exposing” until they have 
learned something of conditions or the 
laws of mediumship. 

Circumstantial evidence often proves 
nothing, for few would dare ait under 
test conditions if not mediums; and 
where the latter із totally absent, 
we feel like rejoicing when Spiritual- 
istas are humbugged. Overcredallty is 
вз unreasonable as making the test too 
rigid. Reason flows between the two

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


A curious property of potassium ura- 
nyl sulphide has been reported by M. 
Becquerel to the French Academy. 
When excited to phosphorescence, this 
substance emits rays which last a long 
time—more than 160 hours—after phos- 
phorescence ceases,which pass through 
paper, aluminum, and copper, asd which 
discharge electrified bodies like the 
Roentgen rays. 


The rapidly increasing use of gases 
compressed incylinders hss made it 
important that safety be insured in 
every way possible. A British commlt- 
tee was appointed last year to Investi- 
gate the causes of accidents to cylin- 
ders,and from a report just made it ap- 
pears that the risks of explosion are of 
two classes—one due to negligence in 
the manufacture, annealing, and test- 
ing of the cylinders, and the other due 
to neglect in filling the cylinders. It is 
recommended that the precantions laid 
down іп the report be enforced by some 
kind of official inspection of factories. 


The deepest bore-hole—that at Parus 
chowltz In Upper Silesia —has reached a 
depth of 5,570 feet, at a cost of $15,045, 
and penetrates 80 coal seams, with a 
combined thickness of 293 feet. Тһе 
temperature has increased one centi- 
grade degree for every 111 feet. The 
rod, tools, etc., welgh 14 tons, and have 
bored 16 feet per day. 


The poison of fatigue s stated by 
Prof. Wedensky to be exactly similar 
to the deadly vegetable poison known 
ав curare. The former, it is maintained, 
is capable of Inducing fatigue In fresh 
animals inoculated with it. 


A remarkable bird of Venezuela— 
calied by the Indians yak a mik, and by 
ornithologists prophia crepitans—l8 8 
native of the great Amazon forests, 
where it builds its nest inthe ground 
near the footof atree. Tbe Indians 
catch the young birds and tame them; 
in due time they become valuable as- 
sistants, tending flocks of sheep, fowls, 
or other farm stock, with great efti 
clency, and they show great affection 
for their masters. Several other South 
American birds аге said to have the 
ваше instinct of caring for other ani- 
mals. 


The blackness of the atmosphere in 
many factory towns seems to have 
more considerable cause even than 
most of us would have guessed. The 
smoke-stack of a German sugar factory 
was recently provided with a soot- 
catcher, from which 6,700 pounds of 
soot was taken at the end of six days, 
and it ів concluded that the stack of 
such a factory pours 200 tons of carbon 
dust annually Into the air. 


A query In Popular Astronomy calls 
attention to а common error, even the 
International Dictionary stating that 
the moon is new when it is first seen 
after conjunction wich the sun. The 
new moon really begins when in con- 
junction and still invisible, only the 
ЧАГА, side being turned toward the 
earth. 


Poisoning from petroleum fumes is 
rare on account of the precautions 
against fire taken at refineries. 
French physician, who recently de- 
scribed a case іп which а workman had 
inhaled the vapor while unloading a 
boat, reports symptoms like those fol- 
lowing the use of alcohol—brain excite- 
ment and exaberance of language, fol- 
lowed by forgetfulness and complete 
prostration. A chronic form of petro- 
eum, with progressive and long con- 
tinued avæmia, ia also observed, espe- 
eially among the miners of the Cau- 
casus. 


It is suggested that the drying of 
fruit, which requires great care snd a 
certain regulation of the temperature, 
offers a promising field for electric 
heating. Fuel for heating by steam is 
often expensive, but fruit districts 
usually have abundant water power 
that could be used for driving dynamos. 
The electric current would prove ser- 
viceable in a variety of ways in addi- 
tion to heating.

The Petrified Trees of Arizona. 


At a recent meeting of the New York 
Academy of Sciences, a paper on “Some 
Features of the Arizona Plateau” was 
read by L. S. Griswold. 

In general, the plateau surface ів be- 
tween 5 000 and 7,000 feet in elevation 
above sea level, and strikes one ag be- 
ing remarkably smooth for so high ele- 
vation. There are large stretches of 
nearly level or gently rolling country, 
diversifled, bowever, by mesas and out- 
liers, with escarpments rising between 
50 and 200 feet, shallow but broad old 
stream channels now little used, and 
leading to canyons with precipitous 
walls, On the platean top are oumer- 
ous volcanic elevations, varying in age 
from the young cinder cone to the de- 
nuded stock. Over the district ailicifled 
wood is well known, occurring at the 
base of a gravel and sand horizon, little 
consolidated, belonging to the late Ter- 
tiary or Pleistocene times, and lying 
with slight unconformity іп part upon 
probable Triassic strata and in part 
upon Carboniferous, the older forma- 
tions being little disturbed. 

The trees now petrified originally 
grow to large size, eight or nine feet in 
diameter for the largest, probably con- 
ifers,and perhaps not very different 
from the forest growth of part of the 
present plateau. This ancient forest 
was apparently thrown down by the 
wind, for tree butts are common In hor- 
izontal position, while only one was 
found erect. The gravel and sand cov- 
ering would seem to have come soon, 
for only a few have fillings of sediment 
in hollows or give other indications of 
decay ; the logs were buried at least 50 
or 60 feet deep. The weight of the 
overlying sediments crushed the trees 
so that the horizontal diameters are 
commonly greater than the vertical 
аз they are seen in place. Silicification 
was probably accomplished by perco- 
lating surface waters, as the logs are 
distant from volesnic vents, as far аз 
known to the writer; then no hot water 
deposits were seen accompanying the 
logs, and the distribution as seen over 
many miles, and reported much more 
widely, would also militate against the 
theory of change by hot waters.—Sci- 
entific American, 


A Big Dam. 


The curious poiat is made by a writer 
In the Scientific American that, if a 
channel of sufficient size and depth 
were cut from the Caribbean Sea to the 
Pacific Ocean, the Gulf Stream would 
no longer flow across the Atlantic and 
warm the shores of Europe, bat would 
pour into the Pacific Ocean. The islands 
forming the Caribbean S:a act on the 
principle of a breakwater or dam, hold- 
ing the water that has been forced into 
the sea by the tides and trade winds, 
and cause the water to be higher in that 
sea and turn it into the Gulf of Mexico 
which becomes the reservoir or foun- 
tain head, whence the Gulf Stream flows 
like a river from a lake, being the 
equalizer of water as well as heat, and 
making its way In the direction of the 
greatest defisiency of that element. 
Further, the warmth of this wonderful 
steam ів accounted for by the fact that 
its waters are supplied from the tropics 
the tide waves acting on the principle 
of an eddy, soit has counter currents 
also, this theory resting upon the as- 
sumption that the water i8 higher on 
the east than on the west side of the 
Isthmus of Panama; and, the continent 
of America being ‘he great dım in the 
ocean that forms the Gulf Stream, by 
placing the continent of America so 
that would lie east and west, there 
would be no Gulf Stream.

CATHOLICISM. 


What It Has Done for Civilization 
and Progress. 


MRS, O. E. DANIELS, 


The warning lesson of history is 
that wherever Popery and Jesuitism 
have spread learning has declined. The 
midnight of the world was when Ro- 
man Catholicism flourished in the rank- 
est luxuriance. All through that long 
and dreary period, known as the Dark 
Ages, in which the lights of science and 
learning were almost extinguished, the 
Papal Church, as we have seen, has ex- 
ercised supreme dominion and control- 
ed the civil and educational policy of 
all nations. 

Italy, at the time the census was 
taken, affords a fair exemplification 
of the Jesuit system of education. Out 
of twen y-four millions of people sev- 
enteen million were unable to read the 
letters of the alphabet. The Jesuits 
reduced Spain to a guitar,and Italy toa 
hand-organ. The Jasuits claim the lib- 
erty to instruct. For some centuries 
they have held in their hands, at their 
discretion, at their school, at their 
farale two great nations—Italy and 
Spain—illustrious among the iilustri- 
028; and what have they done with it? 
I am going to tell. 

Thanks to Italy, of which no one can 
think nor even pronounce her name 
without inexpressible grief —Italy, that 
mother of genius and of nations, which 
has diffased over the whole world the 
most astonishing productions of poet- 
ry and art; Italy, which has taught our 
race to read, does not to-day know how 
to read herself! Yes; Italy has, of all 
the States of Earope, the smallest num- 
ber of native inhabitants who are able 
to read! 

Spain, magnificently endowed-Spain, 
which received from the Romans her 
first civilization; from the Arablans 
her second civilization; from Provi- 
dence—and in spite of the Jesuits—a 
world, America; Spain has lost—thanks 
to them, and their brutal yoke, which 
is ayoke of degradation—the secret of 
her power, which she received from the 
Romans—that genius in the arte, which 
ghe received from the Arabs, that world 
which God gave her And in exchange 
for all that they have inade her lose 
what she has received. Sbe has re- 
caived the inquisition, which has burn- 
ed avon the funeral pile five millions of 
men! Read history! The Inquisition, 
which exhumed the dead in order 
to burn them as heretics. Тһе Inqaisl- 
tion, which declares children heretics, 
even to the second generation. See 
what they have done with that focus of 
light, which you call Italy! They have 
extinguished it. That colossus, they 
call Spain, they have underminad. The 
one is in ruins, the other in ashes. See 
what they have done for these two 
great nationes. 

Oar sole and only hope of success 
against these plotters of iniquity is the 
general diffusion of education; and, 
therefore, let public opinion write in 
italics upon our Constitution and stat- 
ute books, “Our common schools, they 


must and shall be preserved,” and let 
each and every loyal American swear 
to cherish and protect them as the ap- 
ple of his eye. 

When we calmly reflect upon the 
Jesuit institution, its infamous career 
of artifice and crime, the immense 
treasure and domain it has acquired by 
trick and treachery; when we call to 
mind the avarice by which it has been 
actuated and the duplicity it has prac- 
ticed; when we consider how atterly 
regardless of every maxim of justice 
end every principle of honor it has 
been; how, with the mailed hand of 
superstition and with anathemas, more 
dreaded by the ignorant and degraded 
than a thousand pistole, it has demand- 
ed, like a highwayman, tribate from 
everyone It chanced to meet; it looms 
up before the imagination as a vast and 
mysterlous corporation of  outlawa, 
whose right is might, whose object is 
wealth, whose profession ів power and 
pious plunder. It traífica in the hearts 
and souls of men; sports with eirth 
hopes and fears, and makes merchan- 
dise of heaven and hell, time and eter- 
nity. It rises before the imagination 
like some black and midnight monster, 
dripping with human gore—an embodi- 
ment of every deformity,an incarnation 
of every loathsome,hideous and unsight- 
ly demon, and a just embodiment of the 
character of the arch fiend. Wars, rev- 
olutions, plots, assassinations, intrigue, 
moral corruption,and one paring cruelty 
have marked its history. They have 
been driven from Germany and exclud- 
ed from Italy, the home and center of 
popery.
